The City Council of the City 
of Upland does ordain as fol- 
lows: 


SECTION 1: TITLE, PUR- 
POSE AND GENERAL PRO- 
VISIONS. 

1.1 This Ordinance shall be 
known, and may be referred 
to, as the City Trailer Park 
Ordinance. 

1.2 The purpose of this Or- 
dinance is to provide regula- 
tions for the construction and 
operation of trailer parks 
and the use of trailers in the 
City of Upland in order to 
promote, protect and secure 
the public health, safety and 
general welfare. 

1.3 Present tense include: 
the past and future tenses and 
the future, the present. 

1.4 The singular number in- 
cludes the plural, and the plu- 
ral includes the singular. 


1.5 “Shall” is mandatory 
and ‘‘may”’ is permissive. 
SECTION 2: DEFINITIONS. 


For the purpose of this Ordi- 
nance, terms used here are 
defined as follows: 

2.1 ‘‘Auto and Trailer Park,” 
as used-in this part, means 
any area or tract of land 
where space is rented or held 
out for rent to two or move 
owners or users of trailer 
coaches or tent campers, fur- 
nishing their own camping 
equipment, or where free 
camping is permitted owners 
or users of trailer coaches.
